Every- 
thing was  in  readiness  and  the  ropes 
were  cut  but  the  boat  refused  to  move. 
The  men  worked  with  vigor  for  sever- 
al hour.s  but  theirert'orts  were  in  vain. 
On  the  following  day  the  boat  was 
launclied  at  8:.30  a  m.  The  remaining 
boat  will  be  launched  in  three  weeks 
and  it  will  require  several  months 
yet  to  put  the  machinery  on  the  boats 
and  complete  them  ready  for  service.
